It is known in regard to Porto Rico 
and Cuba that the articles of the 
protocol are absolutely positive. Spain 
cedes Porto Rico to the United States 
and abandons sovereignty over Cuba. 
These two points are definitely set- 
tled and not open to discussion. Be- 
sides the Spaniards make it a point 
of honor to scrupulously abide 
by 


their 
engagements 
towards 
their 


conquerors." 


"The question of Cuban debt re- 


mains. Upon which powei shuald the 
obligation of guaranteeing the debt 
rest is the point on TV hich the two 
commissions 
differ 
In 
views 
and 


neither Is inclined to yield. The Span- 
iards agree on the following lines: 
When a power annexes territory, it is 
implied that it assumes all previous 
obligations of such territory. It is in- 
ternational law, sanctioned by usage, 
and which has always been complied 
with." 


"Lastly they remind their opponents 


that Ouba Is virtually the key of the 
Gulf of Mexico, a stragetlc position 
of the first order to the United States 


and of immense advantage, which 
calls for some sacrifice upon the part 
of the Americans. To this the latter 
replied at first that they could not 
listen to any discussion of the matter 
of debt, being under formal instruc- 
tions from their government, but o^ 
the Spanish commission insisting, and 
In presence of its very firm attitude, 
Americans 
have 
taken 
more con- 


cilatory attitude, not that they enter- 
tain the intention of yielding to Spain's 
Injunction, 
bnt they cannot 
argue 


against Spanish position." 


"These ai guments may be briefly 


summoned up as follows: The Ameii- 
cans insist upon the fact that the 
money raised by the Cuban loans waa 
not applied to requirements or inter- 
ests of the island, but was chiefly 
borrowed to the end of improving the 
financial condition of Spain and pro 
cure funds which could not be raised 
on the peninsula and that the debt, 
therefore, is personal to Spain. On 
the other hand, the Ameicana say 
America hag no intention of annex- 
ing Cuba and could not therefore as- 
sume such obligations." 


Finally, it is heir1 fcat, owing to the 


fabulous cost of the late war, Amer- 
ican people would not 
concede the 


right to thus assume such obligations. 
The«*e are approximately the grounds 
on which the present discussions are 
conducted. What will be the outcome? 
Certain newspapers have considered 
the possibility of referring the differ- 
ence to arbitration of continental 
powers. 
Neither commission has yet 


suggested such solutions but, on the 
other hand, we have good grounds to 
believe that, even were the sugges- 
tion acceptable to a pain It would have 
no chance of being agreed to by the 
Americans."

IxmCor, Oct. IS —The Paris corre- 


spondent of The Timee says: "At the 
sitting of the pej.ce commission Mondiv 
afternoon the American commissioners 
officially—apt], it would seem, definitely 
—reject*-<1 the idea of accepting sovei- 
elgnt> over Cuba for the United States 
The Eparigh commlaloners thereupon re- 
marked that Spain, having abandoned 
such sovereignty under pressure from 
the United States, and the United States 
having denied that sovereignty hence- 
forth belongs to them, Cuba is de facto 
In a state of anarchy, as an Intermission 
of sovereignty cannot be viewed In any 
other light. 


"The American commissioners re- 


joined that, without accepting sover- , 
eigntj--, the HTnited States considered it- 
: 


»*:lf deputied and I>ound to maintain se- 
curity for all the inhabitants; that It 
would not fall to introduce and upheld 
order, and in short that it i\ould do all 
that ^as necessary to put the island'as 
speedily as possible in a state of normal 
organization, jo b* transformed at the 
earliest moment into a legal regularity 
BAtfefactory for the security of all. 


"TTpon thlt the Spanish commissioners, 


with what seems striking-logic, promptly 
replied that by t 
faot of tliedeclaration 


juEt made them and of the United States 
undertaking to restore legality, order 
and security, the United States was in- 
vested *ith veritable sovereignty, and 
consequently could not refuse to accept 
the consequences of such sovereignty, 
seeing that it admittedly could not tol- 
erate the relapse into anarchy of an isl- 
and placed under HB supervision and di- 
rection. 


"Jfotwilhctandine these striking ob- 


jections, tb» Arrerican commissioners 
persisted in their refusal and officially 
declared thet th-s United States cannot 
be considered invested with sovereignty, 
and that the coEP.missloners could not 
deviate fiojn this definitive declaration. 


"According: to impressions I have been 


able to collect m various circles uncon- 
nected with either side, but entitled to 
weight, the refusal of the United Btat-es 
Is not of EO posiU\e a character as would 
at first sight Fcem to result from the for- 
mal declarations mentioned. The rea- 
•onlng given me U this: The United 
States have declared that It made a war 
But of conquest, but of liberation and 
order, because It couM not allow the pro- 
longation at Its very doors of a stat,e of 
things whioh wo*, In its ey#s, a blow to 
the cause of humanity and civilization. 
Therefore it made a public declaration 
that the war was not one of conqu«at, 
and it now contttdere that by agreeing to 
b« Invested with the sovereignty of 
Cuba It would fflve Itself the appearance 
of having conquered the Island for terri- 
torial aggrandisement. 
It refuses to 


giv« itself the appearance of a conquer- 
ing nation. Hence it positively refuees 
to accept that c«?aclty of sovereignty 
which would be inconsistent with the 
character of humanitarian disinterest- 
edness essential to the honor of America. 


"The United States quite comprehends 


that the firm refusal to accept sover- 
eignty dioes not exclude obligation, on 
the footiiig of justice and equity, to 
make Spain reaJ concessions as to flnan- 
ctel burdens which would he crushing If 
she were saddled with the whole Cuban 
debt. We may be certain that on this 
point the Americans will be less Inflexible 
than on the principle of sovereignty. 
The proof, I am told, that the United 
States ie disposed to meet Spain in an 
equitable fashion is that the Spanish

CAUSES UNEASINESS, 


Feeling Hint the Spanish Arc Not 


Beady to Yield Cuba. 


Influenced by Reports About 


Our Army. 


Imprtsslon Prevails That the Setdiors Cannot 


Stand Hardship. 


Washington, Oct. 18.—Information Has 


reached the war department that a high 
officer of the Spanish army very recently 
madtj the statement that had the Span- 
iards been aware of the condition of the 
American army, its Inability to with- 
stand the hardships of a campaign, Its 
lack of medical and other supplies and 
general inefficiency as told in the Amer- 
ican papers, the Spaniards would not 
have gjven up, but would have contin- 
ued fighting1 for a long time to come, 
fully believing that they would have been 
able to prevent the capture of Cuba by 
American arms. 
This statement is 


known to have been made to the Ameri- 
can officers now in Cuba, and causes 
•am« uneatiness in official circles, as it 
may mean tfaat the Spaniards are not 
ready to yield the island under the terms 
of the protocol. . 


By those who are In a position to know, 


It Is asserted that the Madrid govern- 
ment was aware when it askred for peace 
and when negotiations wer* opened that 
it was useless to ask that the Cuban 
debt be taken into consideration by any 
commies-inn, and that It is only since the 
reports of the bad condition of the United 
States army have reached Madrid that 
the Question has been raised. 


Another matter that causes grave con- 


»1 deration in the war department IB the 
temper of the Spaniards In Cuba, and 
the fear that the Impression which now 
prevails there may lead thetn to regard 
thp American troops of not much ac- 
count, and act accordingly after the oc- 
cupancy by the United States. 
It is 


probable that when the troops are sent 
to Cuba there will be a force of such size 
and character as to give the islanders 
a different impression of United States 
soldiers from that which they now en- 
tertain. 


"The impression among: the Spaniards 


in Cuba," said an officer who IB in a po- 
sition to know what is going: on, "is that 
the American soldier» are weak and 
puny, incapable of withstanding1 hard- 
ship, and whom it will be an eaay matter 
to vanquish. This feeling: may ma ire it 
difficult for the Americans at first. This 
Impression !s due to the charge? that hava 
been mad« against the war department 
with such virulence and Insistence dur- 
ing the past few months." 


Made a Uootar of X^ 


Chicago, Oct. 18.-~The University of 


Chicago has conferred upon President 
McKInlay th« degree of doctor of laws. 
Eight hundred people applauded to the 
echo a* President Harder placed around 
the shoulders of the nation's executive 
the h«od of purple—purple to indi- 
cate, ae Dr. Harper said in Latin, that 
the recipient of the degree "had sur- 
passed other men In native genius and 
devotion to it," 


The address on behalf of the trustees 


was given by Rr>v. Dr, Alonzo K. Par- 
ker. He spoke on "The Firm Founda- 
tion of National Peace/' and his con- 
cluding sentences were terse and alff 
nlflcant. He finished as follow: "Dl 
vine indeed were the'taaks for which the 
good sword excallbar was appointed. 
It must drive out the heathen hordes 
from the fair1 fields the^ would lay 
waste; it must ruthlessly cut down the 
cruel and bloody men by whom the de- 
fenceless were oppressed. In hotf ven- 
gpance it must make short work with all 
who withstand established order and 
defy righteous laws; but to the divinely 
appointed tnsk of the sword there is an 
end. Hall the promise of that day. 
Then 
in the great banqueting hall, 


where the feast of the jubHee of peace 
IB spread, 
men shall turn from the 


solemn fflory of the windows which em- 
blazon righteous wars to fix their eyes 
upon the great western window, vacant 
no longer, but glowing with the pic- 
tured record of that achievement most 
illustrious and memorable in human 
annals, in which war itself is conquered 
and the sword of warfare is cast away." 


After leaving the university the presl 


dent w«B driven to the First regiment 
armory, whore he received the public 
informally. Great crowds thronged the 
streets, clamoring for ctdmlMlon to tho 
armory, and only a p»rt succeeded in 
meeting th« president during the time 
scheduled for the recaption. In the 
evening a dinner was tendered the 
president at a hotel by Provident Harper 
of the university.

Want Par For OVWtlMfe. 


The ex-storekee'pera 'an'd 'some who 


still hold each positions-in the interim! 
revenue service have determined to try 
to collect from tho government money 
which they claim is due them tinder the 
eight hour law. Several-.years ago the 
letter carriers made a flfcht for back 
wages far time worked in excess of 
eight hours per day and won in the 
court of claims. Tbe storekeepers con- 
tend that if the carriers were entitled 
to pay for working overtime they are 
also. • 


Thbtaaa Holland, who served four 


years as a storekeeper, but who now 
holds n position in the office of Assessor 
Frederick, said: 


"It has always been customary for 


the storekeepers in tbe internal rovenun 
office fp .work, 18 hours per day. This 
has,teen neuessary, as the force allowed 
tbej .'collector has never been large 
enough to' permit of the work being 
done in less than that timei I was in 
the service font years. Daring that time 
I lost 40 days. Deducting the time 1 
was off, I worked.en.ouEh hours in ex- 
cess of night per 'day to' tyititle ma to 
11,440 over what I received. What 1 
now preposo to do is to collect that 
amount Other storekeepers are entitled 
to even more back pay jthaa I am.'' 


Mr. Holland said that there were be- 


tween 60 and 70 storekeepBrs interested 
in the movement. If the scheme ii suc- 
cessful, he said, the government will 
pr ibably have to pay out for back wages 
to storekeepers between $60,000 and 
•70.000.

It is a com- 
pact aflmir aboat the siaM of a tourist's 
wicker ohwt for cooking, of the present 
day, 2« tat long, 1 feet wide, 1 foot 
high, and it contain* an outfit consist- 
ing of tinder box, pepper and nit boxes, 
bottles, knives, forks, gridiron' and 
plates. Every bit of tbe outfit save one 
bottle, which is broken at tbe shoulder, 
looks strong enough, to stand another 
campaign. 


Near by are the tents need by Waah- 


ington, three in number. One is a 
deeping tent, 38 fast long, with wall! 
6 feet high and a roof with a six foot 
pitch. It is made ot linen. The other 
two arn marquee tents of smaller size, 
one with walls, tbe other^a shelter tent 
open on the sided. That the tenting ma- 
terial of Revolutionary days was good 
stuff is proved by the excellent condi- 
tion of these tents, which sheltered the 
great commander through all his severe 
campaigns. 


Here ajsd la Washington's uniform, 


worn by him when he 'gave np his oom- 
miisiou as commander in chief of the 
army, at Annapolis, in 1783. It con- 
sists of a big ,shadbelly coat of blue 
broadcloth, lined and trimmed with soft 
buckskin and ornamented with broad, 
flat braea bnttons; bnckekin wairtcoat 
and breeches. Tbe site of the garments 
(which are in a- state at excellent prea 
ervation) testify to the big stature of 
tbe Father of His Country and sng- 
gest that be bad an eye to a fino appear- 
ance in his drees.

When the 
plow is adjnsted to throw the earth in- 
ward, a roller and rake are attached to 
the beams, so that the cnrth thrown np 
by the plow may be cultivated by the 
raku aud flattened by the roller. When 
it is desired to throw the earth outward, 
the plows are interchanged—that in, 
tbe plow which wee on the right side La 
now attached to the left cide, tbe other 
plow being alto changed so that its 
landslide shall be turned inwardly. The 
roller and rnke, when tha plow ie ia 
this position, are removed, t-inoo they 
are not required.—Scientific American..

unsatisfactory figures, while the smaller 
branch linen were even worao off, and the 
railroad managers virtually stopped order 
log signal lamps. Fortunately for thorn, 
but unfortunately for the lamp men, most 
roada were well supplied with lamps at the 
beginning of IRia 


Tor a year or thereabouts tha lamp- 


makers put up with the stagnation as bost 
they could Some of them, possessing the 
noceasary capital, kept their workg going 
on fair time, manufacturing In advance 
of the demand sure to oome whenever re- 
enforcenunt of the lamp supply was im- 
perative This, the lampmakers believed, 
oould not be deferred beyond 1894, and 
the railroad men as ft rule conourred In 
the belief 


By the close of that year the roads were 


shorter of lamps than they ever had boon 
before, but, sad to say, their business was 
then at a lower ebb tban ever, and though 
the railroad men wanted to buy lamps as 
sincerely as the makers desired them 
•> do 


so tbe purchases were cither just enough 
to Insure fairly safe night running or fail 
ed to materialize altogether 


Railroads Short of Lamps. 


By 1SBS tbe situation wag worse yet, 


and It is stated on first class authority 
that some of the bigger lines, oven, prefer- 
red to handicap themselves by ret aung to 
restock 
By the end of 1865 one trunk 


line that hardly need be mentioned here 
was to put to it for signal lamps that ev- 
ery engine bad to be stripped of Its com- 
plement the moiucut It Mrrived In the yard 
In order that there might bo lamps to 
affix to engines scheduled to haul out 
bound trains 
It wa» and now is law in 


most states that lamps shall never bo re 
moTCiJL from any engine so long oa it is 
likolr to be run out. 
Kobody at all 


likely to complain, unless It bo tha lamp 
manufacturers' agents, knew much about 
this violation ef the law, and they said 
never a word 


The lampmakers were naturally bluer 


than whetstones while the railroad de- 
pression was on 
While Borne of them, 


notably those of New York, managed to 
keep going on part time at loast, others 
had to close down altogether, and all had 
to wait es patiently as possible for • 
change of the tide 


It began to come early in 1887, gradual- 


ly at first, but still perceptibly and in- 
creasing slowly till tbe time for the mov- 
ing of that year R big crop rolled round 
Then things took a jump in the signal 
lamp business and from that time to this 
nearly all tho shops havo been running ou 
full time or better, while those manu- 
facturers who had fair sized stocks on 
hand reaped satisfactory rewards for their

Electric railroading Is making great 
strides through the introduction of tho 
undertrolley here In New York, but in 
ono respect the onward movement of tha 
mystio current with reference to trans 
portatlon aeoms to have been chocked.
